Jose Feliciano to appear 
in Sunday performance 


Singer-guitarist Jose 
Feliciano will perform at 8 
p.m Sunday in the 
Fieldhouse 

Feliciano, largely self- 
taught musically, began his 
career performing in 
Greenwich Village Coffee¬ 
houses. He remained 
relatively unknown among / 
non-Spanish Americans, even 
after his hit "Light My Fire," 
until he stirred nationwide 
controversy with his rendition 
of the "Star-Spangled Bail 
ner" at the 1968 World Series 
in Detroit. Feliciano recently 
hosted Midnight Special on 
NBC 

The concert is being 
sponsored by SGA Advance 
tickets are $2.75 for students 
and $4 for adults with tickets 
at the door for $5. They may be 
purchased at the University- 
Center information desk 

Feliciano is being brought to 
this campus on a promoter 
sponsored basis by Variety 
Theater Booking Agency, 
according to Art Swann. SGA 
vice president According to 
Swann this is the first 
promoter sponsored concert to 
come to UTM this year A 
similar concert featuring 
Olivia Newton John was 
brought here last Spring. 

The contract on the concert 
calls for SGA to get five per 
cent of the gross amount 
collected for admission to the 
event According to Swann. 
Variety will be paying for all 
the expenses involved in the 


concert including lighting, 
sound, advertising and ticket 
printing. 

"Variety had originally 
approached me about 
bringing Feliciano here for 
$5000 but 1 refused because I 
had already invested money in 
the Homecoming concert," 
Swann said "They next came 
up with the idea of bringing 
him here on a promotional 
basis and 1 agreed. 

Swan said Feliciano had an 
open date that needed to be 
filled before leaving for a West 
Coast tour and Variety gave 


SGA the opportunity to have 
him appear here because of 
prior business that had been 
done with the company. 

Swann said he was still 
optimistic about a good 
turnout for the concert 
although ticket sales have 
been slow so far Swann at 
tributed the lack of ticket 
sales to a lack of information 
and the suddenness with 
which the concert was signed 

“Students will never have 
another price like this on Jose 
Feliciano or anyone else in his 
category," Swann said

Lack of male dorm rooms 
has resulted in 52 men being 
housed in Clement Hail, 
formerly an all female dorm 
"This is the only immediate 
problem facing the newly 
implemented differentiated 
housing policy,” George 
Freeman, director of housing, 
said. 

Clement hall was not 
originally scheduled to be a 
coed dorm under the new 
policy. Freeman said The 
men are being housed there 
only temporarily and will be 
moved to their originally 
assigned dorms as space 
becomes available 
The changes implemented 
under the differentiated policy 
allow students a choice of the 
type of open house rules they 
wish to participate in. 
Students may choose 
situations ranging from no 
open house to less restrictive 
visitation rules. According to 
Freeman the reason for the 
change was "to provide equal 
types of facilities for men and 
w omen " 

"This and the different 
types of housing to choose 
from have caused a rise in on 
campus living,' Freeman 
said "Most definitely the 
changes have helped push the 
trend from off campus living 
to on " 

Freeman said the main 


mistake made in the im¬ 
plementation of the housing 
policy was appointing dorm 
rooms. 

"This and other problems 
will be studied and re¬ 
studied,” Freeman said. 
“We'll continue to go over the 
present plans because there 
may be possible adjustments 
we want to make on the new 
applications.' 


Officers being determined 
run-off election today

After a low voter turnout of 
toil Tuesday, run-off elec¬ 
tions are being held today for 
all the offices of the 
sophomore class, the junior 
class vice presidency and the 
offices of vice-president and 
secretary of the freshman 
class 

Doug Blake and Susan 
Napier are opposing each 
other today for the junior class 
vice-presidency. Tuesday 
Blake received 62 voles. 
Napier. 67 and Beverly 
Wallace,48 

In the sophomore elections 
Frank Childress and Johnny 
Harrison are the candidates 
for president. Cathy Lake and 
Karen Maxey are vieing for 
vice-president. Phyllis 
Bundrant and Susie Morris 
are running for secretary, and 
Sara Butts and Pam Kirk are 
in a tight contest for 
treasurer . 

In the voting on Tuesday. 
Childress got 85 votes; 
Harrison, 94; Mike llarber, 
74; and Rosemary Ford, 41 
for sophomore president 
Lake received 113 votes, 
Maxey. 91 and Ed Norman 80 
for vice-president Bundrant 
received 128, Morris. 84 
and Danny Litton, 60, for 
secretary. and Butts and Kirk 
each received 92 votes with 
Jamie Head getting 89 for 
treasurer 

In freshman class runoffs 
today Jan Alexander and Paul 
Robles are running for vice- 
president, and Wanda Jackson 
and Becky Starr arc the 
candidates for secretary On 
Tuesday Robles received 96 
votes, Alexander. 79, Ronald 
Ayers, 49 and Elizabeth 
Drake. 48 for vice-president, 
and Starr got 83 votes, 
Jackson, 64. Millie Pullen, 51. 
Becky Maynard. 34 and Tony 
Grooms, 32 for secretary. 

Six referendum issues were 
also voted on in Tuesday's 
election but ballots are not 
being counted until today 
along with the run-off ballots 

SGA President Mike Faulk 
said he had expected a voter 
turnout of about 1200, but he 
was not disappointed in the 
turnout because he thought it 
could be attributed to “the 
rain, some apathy and not a 
lot of participation in a lot of 
the races." 

He went on to say he fell that 
"one of the things that in 
directly affected the turnout 
was that this year Ihe can 
didates had been told they are 
going to have to work.” This, 
he said, might have scared 
some people away that might 
have wanted to hold the post 
for name only 

Fourteen offices or positions 
were uncontested and two 
positions, the representative 
for Engineering and the one 
for Nursing, did not have 
candidates Faulk said the 
elections for Engineering and 
Nursing will be held along 
with the homecoming election. 

In the elections for 
Congress, all four 
representatives for Liberal 
Arts, both representatives for 
the minorities, both for 
Business Administration and 
the representative for Home 
Economics were unopposed

Doug Shipman received 151 
and Marilyn Vaughn 145 votes 
to become the representatives 
for the Greeks Also in that 
race Bill Thomas received 104 
votes. Jimmy Castellaw. 102, 
and Sarah Patrick, 77 

Allen Johnson got 115 votes 
to Bob Sharp's 60 to win the 
election for president of the 


junior class Teresa Mills 
received 111 votes against 64 
for David Thomas to become 
treasurer for the juniors and 
Linda Adcock became 
secretary unopposed 

Andy Allison pulled 139 
votes in w inning the freshman 
class presidency. Tony 
Durham got 70 votes and Rick 
Honey. 59. in that race Kris 
Robison received 147 votes to 
Bob Carlton's 106 in the 
treasurer's race.

Student killed Saturday 
in fiery automobile crash 


A UTM student, driving a 
reportedly stolen car, was 
killed at approximately 12:02 
a m. Sunday when he collided 
with a pickup truck pulling a 
horse trailer on Highway 22 
approximately 5 miles west of 
Martin 

Stephen Groff, 19 of Bart¬ 
lett, was killed in the collision 
which destroyed the front end 
of the 1961 Plymouth he was 
driving 

Lowell Owen, the driver of 
the truck, was also killed when 
the vehicle overturned and 
caught fire. Owen, 31 of 
Newbern. was pinned in the 
wreckage and could not be 
removed from the truck until 
(he Martin Fire Department 
had extinguished Ihe blaze 

Tw o other passengers in the 
truck. Arthur Owen and David 
Neel were injured in Ihe 
collision Both Owen and Neel 
were thrown from the truck 
upon impact, according to 
State Trooper Don Lovelace. 

Arthur Owen suffered third 
degree burns and other in¬ 
juries. Lovelace said 

Officers said the car was 
owned by Bill Ennis, who is 
superintendant of dormitory- 
custodians at UTM Ennis told 
the officers the car was 
parked in a garage with the 
keys in it. He said he did not 
know Groff and did not know 
the car had been taken until 
notified of the accident by 
authorities 

Lovelace said the car was 
moving east and the truck 
west when the accident oc¬ 
curred. A horse that was 
contained in the trailer was 
injured, but survived 

Mass was said for Groff 
Tuesday at St. Ann Catholic 
Church at Bartlett, and his 
remains were to be cremated 
afterward 

Groff was a 1973 graduate of 
Bartlett High School

SGA minority secretary 
issues controversial letter

While claiming his in 
tentions were good. SGA 
Secretary of Minority Affairs 
Larry Fitzgerald admitted 
this week that open letters to 
black students concerning 


Students who purchased 
tickets during registration 
may pick them up this week in 
the student center 

SGA President Mike Faulk 
said he is expecting a 
"standing room only crowd 
for the concert 

“Within the proposed ad¬ 
vertising and the combination 
of Pure Prarie League. REO 
Speed wagon and Maureen 
McGovern there should be no 
problem in selling tickets," 
Faulk said. 

According to Faulk, ap 
proximately 1300 tickets were 
sold during registration. "I 
feel we could have sold more, 
but the campaign was not well 
publicized "

Tuesday's SGA elec¬ 
tions should have been han¬ 
dled differently 

SGA President Mike Faulk 
expressed initial shock when 
he first saw the letter which 
was printed under SGA let¬ 
terhead and distributed at a 
Black Student Association 
meeting Monday night The 
letter encouraged blacks to 
vote in olock for an all black 
write-in slate and directed 
students how to vote on the six 
referendum issues 

"My initial reaction was one 
of amazement and extreme- 
anger,” Faulk said “1 didn'l 
expect this from Larry." 

Faulk made his comments 
after he had discussed the 
situation with EUzgerald in a 
meeting, although both he and 
SGA Vice President Art 
Swann had earlier refused to 
comment Faulk had been out 
of town over the weekend on 
SGA business and was not 
informed of the letter until 
late Tuesday afternoon. 

“I feel I had the right to do 
what I did," Fitzgerald said 
“However, if I had it to do 
over I would not put it on 
student government paper ." 

Fitzgerald said although (he 
letters were printed on SGA 
stationery, he does not feel 
SGA endorsement of llu- 
content was implied. Faulk 
said no one in SGA had prior 
knowledge of the letter 

"My main gripe Is that it 
was sent as a directive instead 
of as a request," Faulk said 
“He was not tactful." 

Faulk said he talked with 
Alan Wolfe, SGA attorney 
general, about the situation 
and Wolfe advised him the 
elections could be thrown oul 
because the letter could lie 


construed as campaign 
literature 

However. Faulk said this 
does not remain grounds for 
question since none of the 
write-in candidates won the 
election 

"There is no constitutional 
requirement dealing with 
this," Faulk said "If we had a 
code of ethics that eliminate 
involvement in partisan af¬ 
fairs he would be in direct 
violation of the constitution. 

“A lack of a code of ethics 
ties SGA's hands in dealing 
with such issues," he said. 
According to Faulk, no one 
has the power to tell Fit¬ 
zgerald whether he had the 
right to take the action or not. 

Although the letter was 
addressed to "all minority 
students,” it was only 
distributed to black students 
attending the BSA meeting 
Other minority students said 
they had not received a copy 
of the letter and knew nothing 
about it. 

When asked why the letter 
was not sent to other minority 
students on campus, such as 
the new Venezuelan students, 
Fitzgerald said Ihe 
Venezuelans were not at the 
BSA meeting and he felt it did 
not affect them 

"Overall the Venezuelan 
students are considered more 
as white students on campus 
than minority students," 
Fitzgerald said. Hovever. I 
(eel the V enezuelan students 
should be represented by the 
secretary of minority af¬ 
fairs" 

When asked about SGA 
participation in partisan 
politics, Fitzgerald said he felt 
SGA is nonpartisan but he is

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Boling s athletic view narrow 


Changes overdue 


Sports hss Ion* been thought of is the private 
domain of men On university campuses across 
the nation, the men's athletic program receives 
all the emphasis, with women's programs all 
but non-existent 

There should be a marked improvement in 
the situation, however, when final enforcement 
guidelines are drawn up for Title IX of the 
Higher Education Amendments of 1972 After 
the remarks of UT President Edward J Boling 
last week, one wonders whether he is really in 
agreement with more equal opportunities for 
women and if he really understands the athletic 
situation at UTM 

Title IX, as it relates to athletics, seeks 
greater opportunities for participation by 
women in athletic programs Its proposed 
guidelines prohibit a coeducational institution 
receiving federal funds for providing varsity 
sports opportunities "exclusively or virtually 
exclusively" for male students 

Although female exclusion from varsity 
participation is contrary to the new guidelines, 
it is not required that women have access to 
men’s teams if separate women s teams are 
provided. With the words "virtually ex¬ 
clusive," the guidelines seem to close out the 
loophole of saying women were allowed access 
to men’s varsity teams but were not good 
enough to make them 

If separate-teams are offered, an institution 
cannot discriminate on the basis of sex in the 
provision of equipment and supplies But equal 
"aggregate” expenditures are not required 

But Boling has a different interpretation, 
saying the guidelines call for financing 
women’s athletics the same as men's. Saying 
the guidelines were interpreted by people who 
"apparently do not know what is going on in 
collegiateathletics," Boling expressed concern 


over what he considers to be disastrous effects 
on intercollegiate sports 

Although Boling said he agreed with the 
intent of the guidelines, one has to wonder 
where he places his priorities - well rounded 
athletic programs at each of the universities in 
the UT Systems or only concerned with possible 
adverse effects on "Big Orange Football." 

While the UT Systems has taken a strong 
stand on the effects of the guidelines on UTK 
football, it seems they may be blind to the 
situation here at UTM Presently, men's sports 
here are budgeted at about $500,000, the entire 
regular athletic budget. Women's sports are 
not even considered in the athletic budget, but 
receive a mere $ 8*00 through student activities 
fees 

That's quite a difference there, when one 
considers women sports receive only about two 
per cent of the total amount spent on sports at 
UTM and that it doesn't come from the regular 
athletic budget 

No matter whether the football team wins or 
loses, or the basketball team goes undefeated 
or never wins a game, there is absolutely no 
excuse for the minor role women's athletics 
has been placed in liecuuse of the budget 

Since the UT Systems has not seen fit to do 
anything about the problem, it can be hoped the 
proposed guidelines will force some changes to 
be made As the guidelines stand now. 
University officials will be compelled to come 
up with a program that has more equal 
financing. 

If the guidelines are changed, it is doubtful 
they will be altered enough to affect the chief 
intent of Title IX. Hopefully, when placed into 
effect, the guidelines should mean the tur¬ 
nabout from traditional discrimination against 
females in sports It certainly has been long 
enough coming. 


Venezuelan Program 
a good beginning 


Until recently, the foreign student population 
here was at an extremely low number. Due to 
the efforts of a number of campus and outside 

interests, that situation lias been at least 
somewhat rectified. 

UTM’s involvement in the placement of the 
Venezuelan students began last fall with 
contacts from Tennessee Partners of the 
Americas and the North American Association 
of Venezuela Chiefly coordinating the project 
from the University’s end have been Dr. 
Phillip Watkins, vice chancellor for un¬ 
dergraduate life; Dr Milton Simmons, dean of 
the School of Liberal Arts and Henry Allison, 
dean of admissions and records 

Approximately 50 Venezuelan students are 
here in the program which phases the student 


into a regular curriculum after a quarter of 
intensive English language preparation. Many 
of the students who were here this summer are 
now enrolled in regular courses 

The Venezuelans seem to be fitting well into 
the West Tennessee culture and this is good 
The principal benefit of the program can be the 
interaction among the students of different 
nations. Each can become more informed 
about the other's culture. 

While the Venezuelan Program is a good 
start in bringing more foreign students to 
campus. University officials should make sure 
this is only the beginning of such endeavors 
UTM could accommodate many more in¬ 
ternational students and serious efforts need to 
be continued along these lines. 


Campus soft drink price 
evaluation in order 


Students are now paying an increased price 
for canned soft drinks in the dorms that has 
apparently resulted more from increased 
profits to the University than from inflation 
Prices went from 15 cents to 20 cents last 
May and then the summer the price was In¬ 
creased again to 25 cents per can. This new 
price allows a profit of 28 per cent on each can 
sold, a higher profit than any other time in the 
past year 

While some of the increase can be attributed 


to inflation, the rise in the level of profit seems 
to be more than is needed to cover the in¬ 
flationary spiral and operational costs of the 
vending machines 

A reduction of the drink price to 20 cents per 
can would still allow a profit margin of 10 per 
cent, a figure still higher than the profit made 
on each can as late as last April. 

Perhaps a reevaluation of the University’s 
action is in order

Steve was supposed to work 
the switchboard then, but I 
covered for him till he got his 
stuff up the stairs. Higured he 
owed me about thirty cents for 
the time I spent and 
laughingly told Judy so 
Then Friday I made a safety 
inspection of his room. As I 
finshed I joked with him and 
his roommate about how quiel 
they'd been recently. I asked 
him what was going on with all 
the quietness. We both 
laughed. Then I went on about 
my business of checking 
rooms I never saw him again 
The next time I thought of him 
was today when Judy told me 
What should I think’’ What 
can I say’’ Should I cry or 
hurt more? Should I go on and 
enjoy the Sunday afternoon 
with the beautiful weather? 
Should I write this’’ 

I don't know 

I wonder about Steve's Iasi 
few days. Was he happy? 
What was going on with him” 
Should I have seen something 
that I didn’t? Could I have 
done anything to put him 
elsewhere at the time of the 
wreck? 

I don’t know 

And what’s the meaning of 
this-what’s the purpose’’ Do 
things happen for reasons or is 
the world like the big clock 
God once set. and now lets lick 
to its finish’’ Maybe he in¬ 
tervenes only when we ask 
him to do so?

Many at UTM would like lo 
forget about politics until next 
spring. Hopefully more will 
give a great deal of serious 
thought to politics and 
politicians during the next two 
and a half weeks. 

The outcome of the races for 
governor, the Slate 
Legislature, the Public Ser 
vice Commission and the 
United States House of 


Kepresentatives will probably 
have a much greater affect on 
our longrun interests as 
students than any of the 
campus elections. 

We need to choose the 
persons we vote for carefully, 
for on the whole, politicians 
are very anti-higher 
education. As students we 
should look carefully at their 
records on issues relating to 
higher education 

I hope The Pacer will be 
able to publish the data 
supplied by SGA on the votes 


cast by all the state legislators 
on several key education bills 
If it isn’t published each of us 
should make a personal in¬ 
vestigation of how our 
legislator and the other 
candidates voted on the bills 
affecting us 

They can be expected to 
follow the same trends in 
voting again this year. The 
anti-coed dorm bill is expected 
to come up again along with a 
bill to place a student on the 
State Board of Regents.

Boling view limited 

To the Editor: 

With Title IX of the 1972 
Higher Education Amend¬ 
ments now with us and its 
effect on ending sex 
discrimination in in¬ 
tercollegiate sports. UT 
President Edward Boling and 
spokesmen have demon¬ 
strated anxiety. 

Boling and spokesmen ap 
parently have read Title IX 
from their limited view and 
feel it will harm already 
existing athletic programs 
However no specifics were 
mentioned as to the harm Title 
IX could cause except for 
changes in existing programs 
If extending athletic op¬ 
portunities to women is 
harmful, I fail to understand 
Boling interprets the 
guidelines as indicating the 
existing intercollegiate sports 
may cease. More accurately 
w ould be to assume that male 
dominance in athletics will 
end, because women will now 
have near equal opportunities 
to participate on Ihe same 
level as men. 

Title IX was "interpreted by 


people who apparently have 
no knowledge of” collegiate 
sports Boling.

from Larry," Watkins said. 
"Right now I have a feeling, 
but I don't have all the facts. 

"Regarding this incident, 
it’s really premature for me to 
comment until I’ve talked to 
Larry," Watkins continued 
"Loiter I may want to take a 
stand but until I hear his 
comments I’m trying not to 
form an opinion." 

Watkins said this did point 
to a need for Congress to pass 
some more specific guidelines 
for SGA officers to work under 
so they would know more 
about what can and cannot be 
done. Faulk expressed the 
same concerns 

“We need more things 
available than just gross 
neglect of duty." Faulk said, 
in relation to SGA's ability to 
reprimand one of its mem¬ 
bers.

partisan to minorities. 

“I feel that it is my job to be 
partisan to black students." 
he said. 

"I think: Larry actually saw 
this as his job,” Faulk said 
“There was some bias on his 
part if he did not send it to all 
minority students.” 

Although Faulk said he 
disagreed with Fitzgerald's 
action, he does not feel he 
deserves any type of 
reprimand for his action. 

“I do not torsee any acuou 
being taken on the issue,” 
Faulk said. “The report that 


will develop between Larry 
and his constituents and the 
bad public relations for SGA 
will be action enough 
“I would not have been 
upset if he had written a 
personal letter to BSA or to the 
minority students, but coming 
out as a directive he was
